Spain’s Premier Slain 
As Blast Destroys Car

MADRID, Dec. 20 — Premier 
Luis Carrera Blanco was killed 
today by assassins who tunneled 
under a Madrid street and set off 
an explosion that hurled his car 
over a roof. 

Adm. Carrera Blanco, appoint- 
ed by Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco test June, was killed 
shortly after attending a Roman 
Catholic mass in his neighborhood 
church, a daily routine before 
going to his office. 

A government announcement of 
the killing of the 70-year-oid pre- 
mier, his chauffeur and a body- 
guard did not give any indication 
who the assassins might be. 

Some suspicion settled imme- 
diately on the Basque guerrilla 
organization. ETA. an avowed 
enemy of Adm. Carrera Blanco. 
The ETA is dedicated to over- 
throwing the government, it has 
a record of previous bombing 
attacks on police stations and 
government buildings. The guer- 
rillas normally operate in the 
northern Basque provinces. 

Police sources said the base- 
ment apartment from where the 
tunnel had been dug was rented 
two months ago by two young 
men calling themselves artists. 
They disappeared after the blast, 
the sources said. 

A police source said every 
political movement "from left to 
right” is being considered. 

In Bayonne, France, a press 
communique purportedly from 
the ETA claimed responsibility 
for the assassination tor the 
Basque organization. But other 
leading Basque figures, in Paris 
and In the French Basque coun- 
try, expressed strong doubt about 
the communique's authenticity. 

The explosion came about an 
hour before the start of a trial 
of nine workers and a Roman 
Catholic priest on charges , of 
fomenting strikes. Defense attor- 
neys asked for a postponement 
after the explosion. However, the 
court decided to go on with, the 
trial. 

Gen. Franco, although loosen- 
ing his rein on the Spanish gov- 
ernment, has been troubled more 
and more in recent years by stu- 
dent unrest, workers' strikes and 
the underground movement for 
autonomous rule for Spain's 
Basque provinces. 

Franco Heir 

The k i l l i ng of Adm. Carrera 
Blanco was the first assassina- 
tion of a high Spanish official 
since Gen. Franco became the 
nation's leader alter the civil 
war in 1939. 

Elevated to the premiership test 
June. Adm. Carrera Blanco was 
the man Gen. Franco counted on 
to cany out his succession plan. 
The conservative admiral was ex- 
pected to rule with Prince Juan 
Carlos de Borbon, 34, when Gen. 
Franco was no longer around. 
Gen. Franco picked the prince 
to succeed him as chief of state 
and the country's first king since 
1931. 

But it was on Adm. Carrera 
Blanco's shouiders that he placed 
the responsibility for running the 
government. His formal title was 
president of the government. 

Vice-Premier Torcuato Fernan- 
dez Miranda automatically suc- 
ceeded to the premiership for 10 
days. Gen. Franco, under tew, 
must name a new premier at the 
end of that period.

Truck Carrying 
A-Active Cobalt 
Overturns in U.S. 

STROUDSBURG. Pa., Dec. 20 
(API. — A tractor-trailer truck 
hauling radioactive cobalt tipped 
over on an icy highway today 
and police cordoned off 20 miles 
of the road in the Pocono Moun- 
tains as a precautionary move. 
A spokesman for the Atomic 
Energy Commission said, “As far 
as we know at this time there’s 
been no release of radioactivity. 
However, that oould change." He 
said the containers are made for 
rough handling and that there 
have been similar accidents in 
the past with no leakage. The 
truck carried two containers of 
cobalt-GO. One weighed 3,530 
pounds, the other 3.658 pounds. 

Radiological monitoring teams 
equipped with Geiger counters 
have been sent to the accident 
site. 


Study Finds Plane Noise Affects 
People 9 Even If Sleep Continues

IRVINE, Calif., Dec. 20.— The noise of airplanes passing 
overhead does more than merely wake 14} people. It affects 
their sleep in ways that are just as physiologically disturbing as 
outright waking, according to Dr. Joyce Friedmann, an assistant 
research psychologist at the University of California at Irvine. 

“The fact that people who live under airport flight paths 
say they get used to noise, and that eventually it doesn't even 
wake them, does not mean the noise is not having serious 
effects,” Dr. Friedmann said in an interview. 

Dr. . Friedmann studied the effects of airplane noise on 
residents of the area around Los Angeles International Airport. 

She said the subjects, six couples who lived under the flight 
paths and five “control” couples who lived in the city, but 
away from the airport, were hooked up for brain wave and 
eye movement recording. Researchers have in recent years 
found evidence that rapid eye movement is a stage of normal 
sleeping. 

“The subjects who lived under the flight paths had less 
‘useful’ sleep than the control couples.” she said. 

She said that on the average, they got 45 minutes less of 
useful Sleep a night than the control g ro up and, in addition, 
spent 35 minutes more either awake or in light, restless sleep. 

By "useful” Sleep. Dr. Friedmann means the deeper sleep 
that follows restless light Sleep. The occasional period of eye 
■ movement, which coincides with dreaming, is one of the stages 
of useful sleep. 

She also found that the normal cyclical nature of sleep 
was disturbed in those who slept under the flight paths. 

“In ordinary, normal sleep, people. pass through various 
stages in turn, but in our group this cycle was broken and often 
never completed,” She said.

House and Senate Conferees 
In Accord on Foreign-Aid Bill Eve of Talks 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 20 (NYT). 
— House and Senate conferees 
agreed yesterday cn a compromise 
.foreign-aid appropriations bill 
that provides $2.2 billion in emer- 
gency military aid to Israel and 
$200 million lor Cambodia. 

At tile same time, the con- 
ferees Imposed a one-third cut cm 
the proposed military aid to 
other countries, reducing the 
program of military grant assis- 
tance from the $685 million re- 
quested by the administration to 
$450 million. 

The foreign-aid appropriations 
bill provides far. approximately 
$5.5 billion In economic and mili- 
tary aid in the present fiscal year. 
The congressional grant was 
slightly more than $1 billion less 
than requested by the adminis- 
tration. 

Few Objections 

The emergency military aid for 
Israel was approved with few ob- 
jections In Congress. But con- 
siderable resistance developed 
against the simultaneous request 
for S3 00 million In emergency aid 
for Cambodia. 

The compromise finally struck 
In the House-Senate conference 
committee was to give the Pen- 
tagon's military assistance pro- 
gram authority to turn over $200 
million In Defense Department 
stocks of weapons and ammuni- 
tion to Cambodia. 

[The Senate today voted to 
authorize $2.2 billion in emergency 
aid to Israel. The vote on the bill, 
already approved by the House, 
was 66 to 9. The measure now 
goes to the White House for Pres- 
ident Nixon's signature, Reuters 
reported.]

Russia Said to Insist It Tried

—The Soviet Union contends that 
it tried in vain to alert the 
United States to the danger of an 
outbreak of warfare in th&Middle 
East in the months, before., the 
Oct. 6 start of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict, according to a Soviet 
diplomatic source.

Egyptians Ready 

The chief Egyptian spokesman 
in Geneva, Tashln Bashir, told 
newsmen that his government is 
prepared to discuss disengage- 
ment tomorrow, 

"The best way to work for 
peace is to tackle issues ” he 
said. 

The spokesman indicated that 
the Egyptian delegation will be 
representing Palestinian interests 
in the opening phase of the con- 
ference. 

“If Israelis want to live in peace, 
the Palestinians also need to live 
in peace,” he said. “If Israelis 
want to enjoy their legitimate 
rights, the Palestinians must 
also." 

Mr. Waldheim, meanwhile, Is- 
sued a warning in talking to 
newsmen that “peace in the Mid- 
dle East is very fragile, and if we 
fall, new hostilities may break 
out.” 

This, he said, places a "huge 
responsibility” on the conference. 
He insisted that the United 
Nations will be a “full partici- 
pant” in the talks, although he 
said the UN does not intend to 
"impose" itself on the negotia- 
tors.

Two ‘ Artists’ Hammered, Dug, 
Strung Wires for Bombing 


UN Troops Lodge 
Protest Over 
Suez Gun Battle 


CAIRO. Dec. 20 (Reuters'. — 
The UN Emergency Force today 
lodged s t ro ng protests with 
Egypt and Israel over a gun 
battle which endangered UN 
troops along the Suez Canal 
cease-fire line. 

In the exchange of gunfire 
last night, Finnish troops' were 
pinned down by Israeli and 
Egyptian mortars, machine guns 
and small-arms fire. There were 
no UN casualties, but a supply 
building used by the Finns was 
hit by bullets. , 

The incident followed more 
than a week of heightened 
activity along the cease-fire line, 
possibly set off by the belliger- 
ents as an overture to the Mid- 
dle East peace conference, which 
opens in Geneva tomorrow. 


MADRID, Dec. 20 (UPI'-— 

There was a lot of ha mm ering 
in the basement apartment at 
104 Claudio Coello Street, which 
the two young artiste had rented 
three weeks ago as a studio. 

Neighbors said they thought the 
two young men, one of them sport- 
ing a big moustache, were busy 
on some sculpture. When they 
rented the room they said they 
were sculptors. 

But what tbe tyro men were 
doing, according to Spanish po- 
lice, was digging a 50-foot tun- 
nel ending under the pavement 
in thg middle of Coello Street. 
Their work finished, they placed 
a homemade bomb in the cavity, 
attached a 100-yard cable to it 
and blew it up when the car of 
Premier Luis Carrero Blanco 
passed over it. 

“They worked only during the 
day." said a neighbor who refus- 
ed to be identified. 

"We thought they were com- 
pleting a work of art. We never 
saw much of them. They were 
sort of discreet entering and 
leaving the building. But one had 
a big moustache, and both ap- 
peared to be Spaniards." 

At one tame neighbors wondered 
why a bad smell was coming from 
the artiste’ studio, but they did 
nothing about It. Now police 
have dug up the tunnel, showing 
it had hit a sewer line. 

Tbe night before the assassina- 
tion. the doorman of the neigh- 
boring building— who also refused 
to reveal his name — noticed two 
men in overalls climbing a ladder 
and attaching a cable to the 
building. 

“I asked them what they were 
doing” he said. "I asked them 
whether they were from the tele- 
phone company. 

M, No,’ they said, *we work for 
the electricity company.’ ” 

On the morning of the assassi- 
nation, two men— probe biy the 
"sculptors" again— finished string- 
ing a cable along the house walls 
and attaching it at the comer 
of Coello and Diego de Leon 
Streets, 100 yards from where the 
bomb was burled, the doorman 
said. 

Police permitted a reporter to 
visit the “studio" of the two men. 

The apartment mainly con- 
sisted of a bedroom with a 


double bed. a bedside table, two 
chairs — all of it covered with 
rubble from tbe blast. J 

In the middle of the room 
stood a plastic bag and several 
military-lookang bags, all filled 
with earth extracted while digging 
the tunneL 

The two men had hacked a 
round hole two feet in diameter 
into the wall— just big enough 
for a man to wedge hi ms el f 
through. 

Outside the house police had 
dug up the tunneL It was wider 
than the hole in the wall and 
led straight to a big. water-filled 
crater left by the explosion.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 fNYT). — 

A nationwide study of 28.000 
blood donors has led a team of 
Wisconsin 'researchers to the 
"astounding observation" that 
Americans regularly are exposed 
to the potential dangers of exces- 
sive amounts of carbon monoxide, 
the colorless, odorless, tasteless, 
invisible gas that is produced by 
the Incomplete combustion of 
carbon - containing substances 
such as tobacco and fucL 

’Tobacco smoking was the 
single most important factor” 
leading to raised levels of carbon 
monoxide, but environmental 
factors — including occupations, 
geography and exposure to auto- 
mobile exhaust— were also impor- 
tant contributors, the Medical 
College of Wisconsin researchers 
said in a scientific report. 

The report has far-reaching 
implications for envir on m ent a l 
health. It also adds to the con- 
cern that some doctors have about 
carbon monoxide’s subtle role to 
aggravating heart disease. Fur- 
' ther, the researchers raised 
questions about the effectiveness 
of transfusing to some patients 
the blood from donors who smoke 
tobacco. 

“The most relevant finding to 
come out of this 30-month study 
was the astounding observation 
that 45 percent of all the non- 
smoking blood donors tested had 
carbon monoxide saturations 
greater than 15 percent," the re- 
searchers said to pointing out 
that the Clean Air Act's quality 
standards of 1971 set .15 percent 
saturation as the highest safe 
level for active nonemokers. The 
investigators added: 

“None of the large urban com- 
munities had carbon monoxide 
concentration low enough to com- 
ply with the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency's amb i en t air- 
quality standards for carbon 
monoxide. 

Further, “urban dwellers had

consistently higher carbon monox- 
ide saturations Lin their blood] 
than did their counterparts from 
adjacent rural areas,” Richard D. 
Stewart and his 11 co-investiga- 
tors said to reporting the results 
of what they considered the 
largest study evaluating carbon 
monoxides as an air pollutant. 

“Persons sampled in urban areas 
with high automobile density,” 
they said, consistently had car- 
bon monoxide saturations greater 
than those measured In persons 
sampled in areas of low auto- 
mobile density. This was drama- 
tically evident in the comparison 
of individuals working on Gov- 
ernors's Island, where the average 
carbon monoxide saturation was 
05 percent, half that of persons 
donating blood to adjacent New 
York City areas.” 

The body, whose internal com- 
bustion naturally produces trace 
amounts of carbon monoxide, can 
partly compensate for slightly 
raised levels of the gas, the in- 
vestigators said, but the precise 
danger level is not dear. 

The heart and brain are the 
organs most vulnerable to the 
Insidious effects of environmental 
carbon monoxide, which is one of 
the most lethal poisons known.

Abortion Method Gaining World Interest

HONOLULU, Dec. 30 (NYT). — 
A new. method of e nd i ng an un- 
wanted pregnancy, developed by a 
psy cholog ist, promoted by wom- 
en’s groups and surrounded by 
intense medical controversy, is 
now being studied carefully by 
physicians throughout the world. 

The technique, a modification 
of the standard suction abortion. 
Has many n«mpc among them 
menstrual regulation, induction or 
extraction, endometrial aspira- 
tion and mini-abortion. It is 
usually performed within two 
weeks of a missed menstrual 
period, a tone when, traditional 
pregnancy tests are often unab le 
to detect conception. 

According to participants to the 
First International Conference on 
Menstrual Re g ulation, which end- 
ed here yesterday, the advantages 
of the method include its simplici- 
ty, rapidity, low • cost very low 
complicat ion rate and the fact 
that it can be performed to a 
doctor's office by paramedical 
personnel.

Tt is 'something we will be able 
to bring practically into the rice 
paddy." said a doctor from the 
Philippines, one of 50 countries 
represented at the three -day con- 
ference, which was sponsored by 
the University of Hawaii. 

Menstrual regulation was used 
under field conditions by para- 
professicxuJs to treat Bangladesh 


women who had been raped by 
Pakistani soldiers during the civil 
war to 1971. The metho d Is ex- 
pected to be to use in virtually 
all countries by the end of next 
year. 

According to Merle Goldberg, 
executive director of toe Nati on al 
Women’s Health Coalition to New 
York; which did much to promote 
the method, menstrual regulation 
services are now available in 45 
states at a maximum cast of $50. 
The procedures differ from 
menstrual extraction, promoted 
by some feminist groups to 
shorten menstrual flow each 
month, whether the period is late 
or not. Doctors here regard the 
extraction procedure as unneces- 
sary and dangerous. 

Plastic Suction Curette 

The essence of menstrual reg- 
ulation is .the use of a narrow, 
flexible plastic suction curette, or 
cannula, developed by. Harvey 
Hannah, a Los Angeles psycholo- 
gist. This disposable flexible tube, 
which resembles a soda straw 
with two openings near a blunt, 
closed tip, is far leas likely to 
damage the uterus than tradition- 
al hard metal curettes, doctors 
here reported. 

Flexible have begun to 

replace metal ones to suction 
abortions performed up to toe 
tenth week of pregnancy, enhanc- 
ing toe safety of these procedures. 

The cannula is inserted through 
the cervix into the uterus and 


attached to a vacuum source — 
either a low-cost plastic syringe, 
a manually operated pump or a 
standard electric suction pump. 

The flexible cannnla. when us- 
ed to the early weeks of preg- 
nancy, usually requires little or 
no stretching of the cervical 
opening thug mhntmiaing pain 
and the’ need for anesthesia, re- 
ported Dr. Malcolm Potts, di- 
rector of toe international 
Planned Parenthood Federation 
in Lo n don. 

He said that the vast majority 
of patients ve able to go about 
their normal activities within 
minutes of the procedure, a fact 
that has given it the nickname 
of the lunch-hour abortion.

U.S. to Start 

Guaranteeing 
Income Floor 


Federal Program ^ 
Replaces State Plans 
By Wiliam Chapman 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 20 (WP>. 
— The UB. government next 
month will launch its first broad 
guarantee d-Ln come program for 
the poor, which wi'I put a total 
of an extra $1 billion a year in 
the pockets of several million 
people. 

The almost-forgotten law. 
passed by Congress in 1972. will 
benefit the poor who are aged, 
blind or disabled, and replace the 
current system of helping them 
with a combination of federal 
and state funds, a system admin- 
istered by the states. 

On Jan. 1. each person, eligible 
for such aid will get from the 
Social Security Administration a 
m inim um income Of $130 a 
month. That will increase to $140 
in July. 

It will mean substantial in- 
creases far many who now receive 
assistance checks because they 
are poor and aged, blind or 
physically disabled. The average 
payment in the state of Mary- 
land, for instance. Is $65 a month 
and will be doubled by the new 
program for those with no other 
source of income. 

Beyond Its immediate effect, 
the new program is being examined 
closely as a model for a full 
guaranteed income for all of toe 
nation’s poor. 

Appealing Attributes 

It has two attributes which 
make it appealing to income- 
maintenance advocates. It is 
federally administered and elim- 
inates the wide variation in sup- 
port levels between state plans. 
It also is financed directly out 
of the UB. Treasury, which 
means it is pegged to a progres- 
sive tax system. 

In the new plan the govern- 
ment in effect assures each 
person who is blind, disabled and 
getting Socal Security payments 
that he will have at least S130 a 
month from all sources. A 
married couple is guaranteed 
$195. 

Officials estimate that the 
program will affect immediately 
about three million people cover- 
ed by state-administered pro- 
grams for the aged, blind, and 
disabled. In about half the 
states, benefits are below the 
$130. In M states, the present 
payments are considerably above 
the guarantee. Those states will 
make up the difference for those 
who get leser amounts under 
the new plan.

U-S. Acts to Cut 
Its Spending on 
Prescribed Drugs 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 20 (UPIi. 
— The government yesterday an- 
nounced regulations to induce 
doctors to prescribe low-cost drugs 
In place of identical but more 
highly priced brand-name drags. 

Caspar W. Weinberger. Secre- 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, said that under tbe plan 
the government would reimburse 
pharmacists for prescription drugs 
only at the lowest price at which 
the drugs are widely available. 
He said the change could cut the 
government’s current annual $15- 
billion outlay for drugs by up to 
8 percent 

Initially, tbe regulations will 
affect only drugs prescribed under 
programs such as Medicare and 
Medicaid, which together serve 
25 million elderly or poor patients, 
and the Defense Department's 
health care for dependents of 
military personnel. 

But government experts said 
they expect all patients to share 
to the savings once doctors get 
to the habit of prescribing drugs 
by their generic, or chemical, 
name. Americans now spend an 
estimated $10 billion a year for 
prescription drugs. 

All Dead on Soviet Plane

were killed Sunday in tbe crash 
of a Soviet airliner on a flight 
from tbe Lithuanian capital of 
Vilnius to Moscow, official reports 
said today.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (Wp). 
—The Internal Revenue Service, 
which last June said that Presi- 
dent Nixon’s returns were correct, 
has reportedly reopened its audit 
of hi« taxes. The agency, which 
Is understood to be embarrassed 
by questions raised since last 
spring, has begun Interviewing 
participants in some Nixon 
transactions that have been 
criticized. 


An IRS spokesman said the 
Internal Revenue Code provides 
no options on the issue in ques- 
tion. The tax lawyer who wrote 
the law involved, Sheldon S. 
Cohen, who was IRS commis- 
sioner under President Lyndon 
B. Johnson, said Mr. Nixon’s re- 
turns as filed are "clearly wrong" 
on this count. 


The Washington Post has been 
told by a tax accountant that the 
President apparently underpaid 
his federal income taxes for his 
first four years in the White 
House by more than $13,000— or 
17 percent of the $78,651 he 
actually paid — because his returns 
were prepared in a manner 
described by the Internal Revenue 
Service and. other tax authorities 
as improper under the law. 


The underpayment occurred, 
according to a tax accountant 
who reviewed the President’s tax 
returns for The Washington Post, 
because Mr. Nixon’s accountant 
entered deductions for Mr. 
Nixon’s business expenses on the 
wrong line on his returns. 


A White House spokesman re- 
ferred inquiries to Arthur Blech, 
tiie Los Angeles accountant who 
prepared Mr. Nixon's returns. 

Mr. Blech said the returns were 
correct. The reason, he said. Is 
that the $50,000 expense allow- 
ance from which the White 
House has said Mr. Nixon has 
taken his official expenses Is not 
an expense allowance. Instead, 
he said, the allowance is an ad- 
ditional salary.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 20 CAP). 
—Former White House employees 
John D. Ehrlichman, David 
Young and G. Gordon Liddy 
have won a four-month delay of 
their UB. District Court trial in 
the Daniel EUsberg burglary case. 

But lawyers for the three say 
they will press efforts to dismiss 
the charges before the new trial 
date of April 15. The lawyers 
said they will present motions 
alleging that the defendants are 
subjects of ''discriminatory pros- 
ecution" and that publicity sur- 
rounding the Watergate hearings 
has prejudiced their right to a 
fair trial.

An aide on the House Appro- 
priations subcommittee which has 
Jurisdiction over the White HoUse 
budget said yesterday that the 
law and the intent of Congress 
"could hardly make it cl ea rer" 
that the $50,000 payment is an 
expense allowance, not a salary. 

A spokesman, far the General 
Accounting Office, the investiga- 
tive arm of Congress, also said 
that the payment is far expenses 
rather than salary. 

These and other authorities 
said this does not mean that Mr. 
Nixon cannot keep any part of 
tiie payment he does not need 
for expenses. They said such an 
expense arrangement is not un- 
common among private, employ- 
ers. 

Under the concept, the em- 
ployer, rather than reimbursing 
employees for each taxi fate or 
entertainment expense he incurs, 
mnirpc g lump-sum payment to 
be used for expenses. If the 
employee does not have enough 
expenses to use up the allowance, 
be may keep the excess provided 
he pays taxes on the remainder 
on his federal tax returns. 

President Nixon's tax returns 
show that in his first four years 
in office his official business ex- 
penses In each year amounted 
to less than the $50,000 allow- 
ance given him far each year. 
In 1972, for example, Mr. Nixon 
had expenses of $27,50 0 for main- 
tenance of offices at his San 
Clemente and Florida homes. 
These end other minor expenses 
left Mr. Nixon with a balance 
of about $20,000 that he retained 
from his expense allowance.

Argentine Police, 
Jobless Gash 


TUCUMAN, Argentina, Dec. 30 
<Reuters>. — A policeman was 
wounded by gunfire and about 15 
people were arrested last night in 
clashes involving unemployed 
demonstrators demanding work 
here, police sources said. 

Police fired tear-gas grenades 
in this city, scene 650 miles north- 
west of Buenos Aires, to disperse 
the demonstrators, the sources 
said. 

Police seized firearms from 
demonstrators after shooting 
broke out. It was believed to be 
the first violent labor demonstra- 
tion In Argentina since supporters 
of President Juan Peron took 
power last May.

SEC Data Questions Legality of ITT Deij

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 CNYT>. 
•—The' Securities and Exchange 
Commission has material In Its 
files doubt on the legality 

of a transaction in 1969 that made 
possible the take-over of the 
Hartford Fire Insurance Co. by 
the International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp., according to in- 
formed sources. 

The legality of the transaction 
hinges on whether the sale by 
ITT to Mediobanca, ah Italian 
bank, of 1, 7413 48 Hartford shares 
owned by ITT before the merger 
fulfilled the legal requirements 
for a genu ine and unconditional 
sale. • ITT had to dispose of the 
Hertford shares In order to get 
a 1969 ruling from the Internal 
Revenue Service that any ca pital 
gains on an exchange of ITT 
shares for Hartford stock would 
be tax-free. 

The SEC has never regarded 
the nT-Medtdbanca contract, 
signed on Nov. 3, 1969, as a 
genuine sale because only one of 
the options in It provided for an 
Immediate purchase of the Hart- 
ford shares. Many tax experts 
have long taken the position that 
the “sale” was really an arrange- 
ment foe ITT to “park" the stock 
with Mediobanca for a fee until 
It could be sold for a higher price. 

Among tbe material in SEC 
files, sources say, is a statement 
by an ITT official to the effect 
that the idea be h i nd the Medio- 
banca arrangement was to “sell" 
the stock to s omeo ne who would 
agree to pay ITT a price based 
on future values. 

In testimony at an SEC he aring 
last May 3, Howard J. Axbel, ITT 
general counsel, conceded that 
the New York IRS office had 
requested revocation of the IRS 
ruling, giving as its reason for 
the request alleged “inadequate” 
disclosure to Hartford share- 
holders and possibly to the IRS 
a bout the Mediobanca transaction. 

ITT is concerned about a pos-

Picking the name of Darin out 
nf the telephone bod:, he began 
recording and. in May of 1S58, 
made the record "Sp’.ish Splash.” 
a song he said he wrote in 12 
minutes. The record sold lOO.rtOO 
ropies m three weeks and estab- 
lished Mr. Darin as a teen-age 
tool. 

A recording of Kurt Weill's 


"Mack the Knife' sold t^o million 
copies and established Mr. Darin 
as a top star. 

Comedian George Burns adopt- 
ed him as a protege, and the 
pair appeared together in Las 
Vegas and on television. 

Mr. Darin's first movie was 
"Come September,” m which he 
played opposite Miss Dee. They 
married in December. I960, a 
sod, Dodd, was born in 1962. 

Mr. Darin appeared in more 
films. "Too Late Blues," "Hell is 
for Heroes,” "If a Man Answers.” 
and "Point Blank.” He had his 
own television series. 

In the mid-1960s his career be- 
gan to run down. So did his 
marriage to Sandra Dee. They 
were divorced in 1967 after she 
told a Judge, "He just woke up 
one morning and didn’t want to 
be married anymore.”

History at Geneva 


Axl awesome assemblage of past history 
has gathered at Geneva to, the world hopes, 
alleviate the grim strains of the present and 
shape the future along more promising lines. 
It Is Ironical to thmtr that In this prosaic 
age much of the conflict that divides the 
principles at Geneva stems from their diver- 
gent heritage In the God of Abraham, from 
the aspirations and the rebellions He inspir- 
ed in His children, whether they followed 
His old law In the wanderings or the Jews: 
adopted, as did the Christians, the new law 
of His son; like the Arabs, spread the word 
of His prophet, or rejected all three as do 
the Communists. 

To be sure, there Is no Moses at Geneva — 
no Aquinas, AverroSs or Marx. The Old and 
the New Testaments, the Koran and Das 
Kapltal will be far less prominent In the 
minds of the delegates there than more 
mundane matters like some desert acres of 
the Sinai, some Palestinians living rootlessly 
In their refugee camps, some of that black 
stuff under Arabian sands by which so much 
of the modem world runs Its engines and 
beats Its homes. Yet there will be great and 
exciting words from the past echoing, how- 
ever faintly, in the , hall at Geneva, and 
memories of great men — of Joshua leading 
bis people into the Promised Land, of Omar’s 
cavalry sweeping out of Arabia, of Coeur de 


lion, gazing wistfully at the Jerusalem for 
which he had vainly battled. 

There will be very hitman -greeds and am- 
bitions at Geneva, to make difficult the work 
of fixing the fluid Middle East into a work- 
able political frame. But these will be at 
once cloaked and magnified by a history 
which deals not In the reconcilia Hon of 
man’s needs with those of this neighbors, but 
with absolutes of the sort that fo.und voice 
in the Song of Roland: "Christians are 
right; pagans are wrong." After any long 
war, when men meet at, say. Versailles, the 
victors are usually the Christians and the 
vanquished, Pagans. But at Geneva, even 
without real victor or wholly vanquished, the 
absolutes can crop up. 

Can they be tamed? These are modem 
men meeting at Geneva, men who can ap- 
preciate the practical as well as the moral 
values of peaceful coexistence among the 
wa rring sects, religious or secular. Their 
peoples, too, do not want to pay too high a 
present price for their past Few today 
would assert a claim to land or oil by shout- 
ing "God wills It” like the crusaders of old. 
But history can freeze certain attitudes, corn 
dltlcm some types of negotiations, set partic- 
ular values. There is much history at work 
In Geneva. The question Is whether the 
conferee* will choose to relive it or to 
make it. 


Brake for Mr. Whitlam 


For Gough Whitlam, Australia’s first Labor 
prime minister in 23 years, there can be no 
doubt about it: His government, he is con- 
vinced, has been one of the most productive 
and constructive In Australian history. In 
closing the 1973 session of Parliament and 
bis first year in office. Mr. Whitlam reported 
that the government had passed 203 bills by 
keeping the House of Representatives sitting 
for 908 hours, a 50-year record. 

Labor’s scorecard is indeed impressive. 
Among the major decisions taken in his 
first fortnight, Mr. Whitlam established re- 
lations with China, abolished the draft, or- 
dered the last Australian troops home from 
Vietnam and wrote a letter to President 
Nixon sharpy criticizing the American 
bombing of Haiphong and Hanot Acting as 
his own foreign minister, he swung Australia 
Into closer ties with its Asian neighbors and 
the Third World while loosening Its links 
with the United States and Britain. 

At home, he eliminated the death penalty, 
lowered the voting and marriage age to 18, 
established a representative body for the 
aborigines, abolished government nomina- 
tions for British royal honors and tried to . 
expand federal powers over strong protests 


from all six states. He acted to guarantee 
Australian control over future major In- 
dustrial development as well as a measure 
of Australian ownership and control of oil 
and gas resources. 

In recent weeks, however, Mr. Whitlam 
has discovered that change and reform, even 
if badly needed, often provoke powerful 
reaction. After losing ground In two by- 
elections, the Labor party suffered a heavy 
setback in New South Wales. Then Mr. Whit- 
lam sought power via refer end urns for fed- 
eral government control over prices and 
incomes — and failed to carry a single state. 
Suddenly the government has ceased its 
threats to dissolve Parliament and seek a 
renewed mandate in an early election. 

Mr. Whitlam Is still in a strong position, 
but with Australia plagued by inflation and 
by unpopular strikes by the government’s 
union allies, with both businessmen and 
states fearful of expanding federal control^, 
and with, many Australians wary of loosen- 
ing Hnks with Britain and the United States, 
his honeymoon is clearly over. He may have 
to alow the pace of reform and settle for a 
period of consolidation, as other political 
men of action have had to do before him.

The U.S. and Venezuelan Oil 


The energy pinch has made Venezuela, 
which exports a healthy L7 milli on barrels 
of oil a day to the United States, a key coun- 
try In American relations with Latin Amer- 
ica, and one which will require a good deal 
more attention than the Nixon administra- 
tion has displayed elsewhere in the hemi- 
sphere In the last five years. It will be 
dealing with the newly elected President, 
Carlos Andres Perez, 51, a* former interior 
minister whose Democratic Action party has 
won control of the Venezuelan Congress as 
.well. 

It was a Venezuelan who conceived of the 
producers’ cartel, OPEC, whose Arab mem- 
bers are currently withholding oil from the 
United States. Venezuela entered the cartel 
Jfor the entirely intelligent purpose, from its 
standpoint, of increasing Its revenues from 
a resource, of which it has a limited supply, 
which now provides a full two-thirds of its 
export earnings. Venezuelans have also been 
very hard-headed about using oil revenues 
to plan for the not-distant day when the 
country will have to depend on other sources 
of national income. Unlike the little-pop- 
ulated feudal sheikhdoms of the Persian 
Gulf, Venezuela has both a large population 
crying for goods and services and a political 
system which forces the government to re- 
spond to those appeals. 

President-elect Perez will have to start 
soon to work out the terms on which foreign 
oil properties will revert, as planned, to the 
state; valued at more than $2.5 billion, Amer- 


ican Investments in his country are our 
highest in Latin America. Also up in the 
air is American participation in develop- 
ment of new supplies In the Orinoco heavy- 
oil belt. The level of current supplies, and 
prices, poses knotty issues, too. The bargain- 
ing advantage very definitely belonged to the 
United States in earlier years, but since the 
current seller’s market came into being, the 
tables have turned. Venezuela well under- 
stands that what is to the United States an 
energy crisis is for It the best opportunity 
it has ever had to plan for its national 
future. 

"Let me tell you,” Mr. Nixon told us all 
from Disney World last month, “when you 
are in trouble, don't depend on anybody but 
yourself. Venezuela. What is going to hap- 
pen in Venezuela? They send us a lot of 
oil, but they could change their minds under 
a radical government, and they could get 
one some day. I don't think so, but they 
could.” This was, to put it mildly, an in- 
credibly inept statement to make about a 
country which has been a faithful friend 
of the United States, which is one of the few 
working democracies in Latin America, and 
which — at the moment those words were ut- 
tered — was running a national presidential 
campaign between two men and parties both 
considered reasonable and responsible. It 
will be hard enough to work out the oil issues 
lying between Washington and Caracas. We 
trust Mr. Nixon will not proceed in the spirit 
he Indicated at Disney World.

The Tax Tale Thickens

TVOSTON. — The fhwu wfaJ infor- 
u motion released, by President 
Nixon has raised one especially 
puwfllng question among tax spe- 
cialists. Xb relates to Ms $576,000 
“gift" of papers, allegedly made 
in March, 1969, and used there- 
after as the basis for large tax 
deductions. 

Nixon had given some papers 
to the government before— on Dec. 
30, 1968 — in a straightforward, 
legal way. He signed a deed, and 
an official of the General Services 
Administration signur! to indicate 
acceptance. Yet a few months 
later, he made the 1969 “gift’' 
with a deed that neither he nor 
anyone from the GSA signed, 
and that was not even shown to 
the GSA for another year; 
A gift of questionable validity. 

Why should lawyers who knew 
how to make a proper gift in 
December get it so wrong in 
March? That is the mystery. 


Cooper Thesis 


One tax expert. Prof. George 
Cooper of Columbia Law School, 
thinks the curious character of 
the 1969 “gift” was deliberate— 
an attempt to deal with uncer- 
tainties in a tax law then going 
through Congress. He charges 
that the conduct may have 
involved “conscious deception” 
amounting to “criminal tax eva- 
cton.” 

The Cooper thesis, as it has 
come to be known among some 
tax specialists, is obviously a most 
serious allegation. Examining It 
with due care requires going 
through some details of the 1969 
papers episode. 

On March 26 and 27, 1969, boxes 
of Nixon’s pre- presidential papers 
arrived at the National Archives. 
No explanation was .given for 
their delivery. They were kept 
in an area reserved for "courtesy 
storage” of officials’ papers, not 
with the permanent collection. 

On April 21, 1969, Edward L. 
Morgan, a White House counsel, 
signed a deed purporting to give 
a portion of those papers to the 
United States. Lawyers usually 
follow forms; in preparing a sec- 
ond gift of similar property they 
would amply retype the first deed. 
The 1969 deed did mostly follow 
the one of Dec. 30, 1963, verbatim. 
But It entirely omitted one crucial 
paragraph of the earlier docu- 
ments— a clause calling for an 
official of the GSA to sign and 
thus accept “this conveyance for 
and on behalf of the United 
States.” 

The other curious thing about 
the 1969 deed was its delayed 
delivery. It was notarized on 


April 21 by a California lawyer 
for Nixon, Frank De Marco jr., 
and kept thereafter in De Marco's 
office in California, No one at 
the GSA knew of its existence 
until a copy arrived there on 
April 10, 1970. 

What can explain the peculiar- 
ities of that deed? Cooper says 
they must have been a response 
to the particular legislative situa- 
tion In 1969. 

From the beginning of that 
year, tax reform was a big Issue. 
On April 21— the very day that 
Morgan signed the deed — Nixon 
sent a tax reform menage to 
Congress. Among other things, 
it called few change in a provision 
allowing taxpayers to deduct the 
full value of appreciated property 
given to charity. One example of 
such property, though it was not 
singled out for mention, was per- 
sonal papers. 

The Senate, in passing its vi- 
sion of the reform bill, made that 
change on gifts of property retro- 
active to Jan, 1, 1969. The final 
version, which did not come out 
of a House-Senate conference 
until December, made that pro- 
vision retroactive only to July 25, 
1969. 

In short, the President and his 
lawyers faced uncertainty about 
whether the reform of gifts of 
property would be made retro- 
active to all or part of 1969. 
Cooper suggests that they did not 
want to make a gift of papers 
and then find that they got no 
tax benefits— so they tried to keep 
their options open. 

They delivered scone papers to 
the archives in a way that made 
no commitments. They wrote 3 
deed that had no place for a 
GSA signature and thus could be 
kept secret, as It was.

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Can Two Really Live as Cheaply as One?

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.Marriages may still be made in heaven, but the equa- 
tions have now been worked out by Gary S. Becker, 
professor of economics at the University of Chicago. 

.. Seizing on subtleties of the marital slate, he has used 
the tools of his science to determine how each partner 
behaves. Enroute to his conclusions he has transformed 
delicacies of the heart such as lust and longing to alge- 
braic formulas — -vaporous romance has given way to the 
; tougher reality of calculus and graphs. 

Prof. Becker introduces his pioneering theories in the 
• lead. article of a recent Journal of Political Economy, A 
s ^second . installment is scheduled for the journal's March/ 
April issue.

In his forthcoming installment. Prof. Becker will plunge 
deeper into the marital market. He will deal with polyg- 
amous arrangements (which complicate not only the 
household but the mathematics), the search for mates, 
the implications of different marital patterns for fertility 
and inequality of income and of home environments. 

He will even take the measure of "caring.” 

"At an abstract level, love and other emotional at- 


tachments, such as the sexual activity of frequent close 
contact with a particular person, can be considered 
particular nonmarkeiable household commodities. . . . 

That is, if an important set of commodities produced 
by households results from ‘love,’ the sorting of mates 
that maximizes total commodity output o*-er all mar- 
riages is partly determined by the sorting that maximizes 
the output of these commodities.” 

Graphically, this leads to figure 1: 



For those who come fresh to this classic position, there 
are explanatory notes. 

"If .\/cared as much about F as about himself (we call 
this 'full* caring), the slopes of all the indifference curves 
would equal unity (in absolute values) along the 45 line:

unity, and conversely if he cared more about F.” 

If his own plans materialize. Prof. Becker will con- 
tinue to deal with the marriage market, even more 
quantitatively than heretofore. He hopes to furnish an 
empirical analysis of married households as producers of 
market and nonmarket skills. 

Prof. Becker will also, try to unravel the mysteries of 
separation and divorce.

—Japan must promote its ex- 
ports In order to earn foreign 
exchange to meet Increased 
payments far Imported crude 
oil, Yasuhlro Nakasone, min- 
ister of international trade and 
Industry, sold today.

equilibrium.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 20 (AP-BJ).— 
Belgium’s two largest retailing 
companies, GB Entre prises SA 
and Innovatim-Bon TWwrrh^ SA, 
today announced plans to merge. 

Subject to approval by share- 
holders and regulatory authori- 
ties. the two companies* .boards 
have agreed that Xono-BM share- 
holders win" be offered five GB 
shares tor every four of Inno- 
BM. 

Together, the two retailers 
would constitute Belgium’s third - 
largest privately owned enter- 
prise. after Fetrofina SA and 
Solvay & die. 

A GB spokesman sought to 
counter criticisms that the mer- 
ger would create an unduly large 
retailing nnit- He said that GB- 
Inno-BM (the provisional name 
of the new enterprise) would 
have only 7 percent of the 
Belgian retail market. 

Foreign Competition Cited 
Also, the spokesman said, the 
two Belgian-owned co mpani es 
needed to merge to compete with 
foreign firms that are establish- 
ing in the country. Sears, Roe- 
buck At Co. and J.C. Penney Co., 
of the United States, have pur- 
chased Belgian retailers, and 
Britain’s Marks & Spencer Ltd.

The only optimistic element in 
its report Is the estimate that 
“the worst of the food price rises 
may now be over.” The OECD 
soys that food prices accounted 
for about half the total rise In 
consumer prices in the first half 
of the year. 

The experts acknowledge that 
as yet they do not know whether 
the oil crisis represents an In- 
flationary or deflationary threat. 
If the supply cutbacks result In 
reduced output, consumers could 
find themselves bidding for a 
diminishing supply of goods and 
begin to push prices up. Or, ad- 
verse effects on business «nri 
consumer confidence could lead 
to a cut In demand (such as 
automobiles are already suffer- 
ing) which may entail declines in 
output and employment. 

Next year, even without the 
oil crisis, would “have been a 
year of slower growth and con- 
tinuing rapid Inflation" and thus 
the OECD recommends that gov- 
ernments adopt a “flexible and 
selective policy aimed at shifting 
or postponing demand as much 
as possible” to await develop- 
ments. 

In a detailed analysis of tbe oil 
situation, the report finds the 
United States least dependent 
on Arab oil and best able to cut 
energ consumption with mini- 
mum impact on Industrial out- 
put and employment. Japan, 
follows Italy, Belgium and France 
at the other end of the scale 
with Canada, the Netherlands, 
West Germany and Britain In 
between. 

Taking a longer-term view, the 
OECD Is optimistic that normal 
oil supplies will be resumed and 
that crude oil prices will not be 
driven through, the roof. On 
both counts, the OECD finds that 
it is in the Arabs’ own self-in- 
terest to go easy. 

“Once a certain threshold price 
for oil is reached, a process of 
research, development and pro- 
duction of alternative sources of 
energy will set in, which may 
well prove to be Irreversible. 
This would clearly take a number 
of years, but It would be so con- 
trary to. the long-run interests 
of oil producing countries that 
they will no doubt feel that they 
should take it Into account In 
formulating their short-run pric- 
ing and supply policies.” 

In addition, the bulk of their 
income Is already Invested In the 
industrialized countries, as will be 
their future income. And a severe 
economic dislocation in these 
countries would not enhance the 
value of these investments, the 
OECD experts note. 

New Textile Pact

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Egypt Seeks 
$200-Million 
Euroloan 

To Pay for Share 
In S tuned Pipeline

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (NYT). — 
Egypt will sell $200 million of 
long-term securities in the Euro- 
bond market, mast likely within 
the next six weeks, to raise the 
money to pay its share of the 
Suez- to- Alexandria ofl pipeline on 
which work Is scheduled to start 
next year. 

The financing plans were dis- 
closed here yesterday by Roger 
Tomraz, manager of the Beirut 
office of Kidder, Peabody As Co., 
the Investment banking firm that 
will manage the offering. 

The interest rate on the bonds 
has not yet been set. Mr. Tamraz 
said, but he Indicated that bis 
Investment banking group had 
tentative commitments for the 
entire Issue. 

The funds will be used to pur- 
chase Egypt’s shares in the Gulf 
of Suez-Mediterranean pipeline 
company— known, as is the project 
Itself, as SUMED for short— that 
will build an oil-carrying pipeline 
to bypass the Suez Canal which 
has been closed since the 1987 
Arab-Israeli war. 

Another $200 million will come 
from tour Arab countries. Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait and Abu Dhabi 
will each provide $60 million and 
Qatar $20 million. Mr. Tamraz 
said. 

On Oct. 1, Egypt announced that 
it had awarded a $34 5. 4 -mil lion 
contract to Bechtel Corp-. a 
privately-owned engineering con- 
cern based in San Francisco, to 
build the 42-inch -diameter pipe- 
line from Ain Suknna on the Gulf 
of Suez to Sidi Krer, west of 
Alexandria. 

Greece Borrows $150 AQUion 
PARIS, Dec. 20 CIHT) .—Greece’s 
Public Power Corp- has arranged 
a $ 150-million 12-year loan from 
an International group of 21 banks, 
a spokesman for tbe banks said 
today. 

The loan, signed In London, is 
being provided primarily by US., 
Japanese and UJC. banks. The 
terms reportedly call for the state 
agency to pay five-eighths of a 
percentage point over the Inter- 
bank rate tor the first two years 
and three-quarters of a point for 
the final ten years. 

Sicilian Euroloan 
PARIS, Dec. 20 (IHT).— Manu- 
facturers Hanover Ltd. today an- 
nounced a $ 100-million 15-year 
floating-rate loan for the Sicilian 
highway authority, Consorzlo per 
1' Autostrada Messina - Catania - 
Siracusa. 

The terms for the loan are:

A'e» Gas Find Made in North Sea 

Atlantic Richfield Co. has announced a natural 
gas discovery in a British North Sea exploratory 
well about 6 miles northeast of the producing 
Leman Bonk field. The firm’s London-based 
subsidiary, Arco Oil Producing lnc„ is operator 
for the Arpet group participating in the operation. 
The well flowed gas on test at the rate of 60 
million cubic feet a day. A company spokesman 
says the new discovery appears to be in an accu- 
mulation separate from the nearby Leman Bank 
field. He says further testing will be required to 
determine the extent of gas reserves. 

Fuel Cell Project Announced in 1/.5. 

United Aircraft Corp.’s Pratt & Whitney air- 
craft division has announced a $42-million coop- 
erative program with nine electric-utility com- 
panies to develop a 26.000-kHowatt fuel cell as a 
new way to generate electricity. Pratt & Whitney 
says the nine utilities have provisionally ordered 
56 of the units with options on another 112. An 
official of a participating utility says the fuel cell 
is expected to cost close to $200 per kilowatt, a 
figure he contends is campetitfre with other 
power sources. Fuel cells usually require natural 
gas or hydrogen which they use in a chemical 
conversion process to produce electric current. 
Natural gas is In too short supply to be attractive 
as fuel for the cells, but it is envisioned that 
other fuel will become available such as gas from 


the gasification of coal or increased output of 
hydrogen produced through hydrolysis of water. 

German Machines Said Threatened 

The West German machinery industry is In 
danger of losing its position as a world leader 
because of the sharp pressure of currency changes, 
wage rises and a possible downturn in world 
demand. Maschin enfa brifc Augsburg-N uemberg 
AG l MAN I reports. MAN’S deputy executive 
chairman Gerd W oil burg points out that bis 
company depends on exports and cannot cover 
development and prod action costs from domestic 
sales alone. The firm's net profit rose to 24.11 
million deutsche marks in the fiscal year ended 
June 30 from 23.97 million DM a year earlier. 
New export orders in the fiscal year rose 48 per- 
cent to 1.033 billion DM. but this included several 
orders for large plant and equipment to be carried 
nut over several years. 

Daimler-Benz Expects Good Profits 

Duimier-£enz eamings in 1973 will be “alto- 
gether satisfactory," repfirts chairman Joachim 
Zabn. He says Daimler-Benz worldwide sales are 
expected Co total 15.7 billion deutsche marks, up 
from 13.95 billion DM in 1972. He says It is 
impossible at this point to give exact profit 
figures, but stresses that the downtrend in the 
company's soles-eamings ratio continued in 1973. 
Last year the company had consolidated net profit 
of 274.4 minion marks. 


Incident Is Third in Three "Weeks 

U.K. Finance Firm Saved From Collapse 


LONDON. Dec. 20 fAP-DJ».— 
A rescue operation was mounted 
today for Cedar Holdings Ltd., 
the latest second-rank British 
financial enterprise to run Into 
financial difficulty. 

The disclosure sent a shiver 
through the stock exchange, 
where share prices of other fi- 
nance and Investment companies 
were marked down sharply. 

Rumors that Cedar was in dif- 
ficulty circulated late last week, 
but on Monday a Cedar spokes- 
man said its position was 
“sound." 

This morning, however, the 
company disclosed that it had 
asked the stock exchange to 
temporarily suspend Its listing 
pending clarification of the com- 
pany's position. At the time of 
the suspension, the shares were 
quoted at 12 pence, compared 
with their 1973 high of 90. 

Cedar said a group of its 
institutional shareholders in as- 
sociation with Barclays Bank had 
mode arrangements designed to 
ensure that depositors and ac- 
count holders can be repaid as 
their monies become due. 

The institutions Involved in the 
rescue operation arc: The elec- 
tricity supply industry pension 
funds, the National Coal Board 
superannuation and pension 
funds, Phoenix Assurance and 
Unilever superannuation fund. 

Hiese institutions hold about 
23 percent of Cedar's issued 
shares before conversion ol its 
convertible debentures. 

A banker representing the in- 
stitutions said Cedar would have 
been Insolvent today but for the 
rescue operation. 

The banker said Cedar’s dif- 
ficulties arose from its practice 
of borrowing very short and lend- 
ing very long. Lately, he said, 
Cedar has had difficulty renew- 
ing its borrowings as they fell 
due because of a loss of con- 
fidence in such companies. 

Cedar was heavily engaged in 
second-mortgage loans and per- 
sonal advances. 

The banker said Cedar had 
deposits and other liabilities 
totaling about £87 million. Its 
liquid assets were put at about 
£15 million. 


The institutions and Barclays 
Bank have agreed to cover the 
difference, providing up to about 
£72 million, if necessary, to keep 
the company solvent.

Few East-West defenders 
found the right way to defend 
four hearts on the deal shown 
In the diagram. It was played 
during the American Contract 
Bridge League's Pall Nationals 
at Las Vegas. The contract Is a 
sound one, since it will succeed 
whenever the trumps are two- 
two and has several chances if 
the trumps are three-one. 

Zn the auction shown, North 
scraped up a raise of one heart 
to two hearts, and South's play- 
ing strength fully justified a 
jump to game. The opening 
lead was the diamond nine. 

Many East players fell at the 
first hurdle by taking the dia- 
mond ace. This gave Soath 
three diamond tricks and' the 
contract. After a spade return. 
South won with the ace. 
cashed one high heart and led 
to the diamond jack. Another

trump lead put South back in 
his hand to continue diamonds 
and discard dummy's spades. 
Whether West ruffed the fourth- 
diamond lead or not, South 
could ruff his spade in dummy 
.to rna^A ten tricks. 

Some East players did better 
by rturfrtng the first trick, recog- 
nizing that (he trick 

would not escape and that the 
business of the ace was to cap- 
ture the jack. South won with 
the king or queen and led t-’.e 
singleton club. West hopped up 
with the ace. and bad to make a 
crucial decision in >ri« turn. 

East played the club four under 
the ace to show an odd number 
of cards in the suit, so it was not 
difficult lor West to work out 
that Soath had a singleton. As 
Smith was marked with substan- 
tial strength in both red suits, it 
was unlikely that he held both 
ace and queen of spades. A shift 
to spades was indicated, and 
served to defeat the contract. 
The defenders could then collect 
one trick in each suit, since South 
could not reach the dummy In 
time to take a discard on the 
club king.

Brownlow. 

Kari Brown, now retired to 
Hollywood; was second camera- 
man on "Intolerance" <1916). 
Later, he was -chief cameraman 
on James Craze’s Hrfjnricftf spec- 
tacle of the opening of the West, . 
"The Covered Wagon" (1933), the 
first significant American film not 
directed by Griffith. In 1927, 
Brown directed a semi-documen- 
tary mountaineer film, '‘Stark 
Love." now a classic. The 'book 
features seemingly endjless tech- 
descriptions of early cam- . 
eras and . early" laboratory '■ and 
lighting meth o d*; Overlooking the 
tedium and the jargon (unrelieved 
by corny anecdotes) and tbe 
woeful inaccuracies on the film- 
ing and prints of “Intolerance,* 
we cyn at least credit Brown with , 
being mere perceptive on Griffith 
himself than Bitzer. For example, 
he describes Griffith <a product 
of tbe cultural and intellectual ' 
tradition and' the moral values :

He is equally perceptive in his 
evaluation of Bitzer, Griffith’s 
most famous (though not neces- .

17 when Brown applied to Bitzer 
for an apprentice job, he quotes 
the latter as saying: '.“AH I, re- 
quire of an assistant is a strong 
back and- a weak mind, and 'yon.

Despite BJtzer*s vastiy-oyer- 
rated achievements, "Billy Bitzer,” 
his alleged autobiography, weak- 
ens his image more than he de- ’ 
served. 

Johann Gottlob Wilhelm Bitzer 
(1872-1944) began in 1894 to 
operate the then-primitive movie 
cameras.

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T^Survey Rates Sports Figures in Terms of Trust , Likability, Prowess

Jn a word, according to a psy- 
choIoglst'E nationwide survey on 
■ the "public passion” for sports: 
No. 

Simpson would outrank any- 
body In talent. Bench would win 
a popularity contest against Stew- 
art, young trust would be given 
to Palmer and the government 
should keep hands off them all. 

But the chief fact to emerge 
from the survey was that a sports 
figure's standing in the market 
place rests more on his charisma 
and likability than on his prow- 
ess. And the towering athlete 
on both counts proved to be 58- 
year -old Stan Muaial, who hasn’t 
swung a bat for the St Louis 
Cardinals In a decade. 

The poll, labeled "Sports In- 
sight," was conducted last fall 
and released this week by Alan 
R. Nelson Research Inc. o’ New 


York. The choices were aimed at 
2,500 men in a 29-page question- 
naire sponsored by 20 rmtHnmg 
advertisers who paid $6,000 cpicce 
for the results. Women will have 
their Innin g in a later survey, 
once the advertisers have figured 
out why Willie Mays is better 
known than anybody and Musdol 
better liked than anybody. 

“The big thing that hit me 
from the survey," Nelson observ- 
ed, sidestepping any implications 
of pure chauvinism on the part at 
Ids sampling, "was that there's 
no such animal as the average 
fan. Different kinds of men have 
widely differing attitudes, beliefs, 
values and lifestyles in their In- 
tensity for sports.” 

Complied List of £60 

To round up the differing at- 
titudes, Nelson compiled a list of 
200 athletes, then focused on the 
192 who survived on public 
“awareness.” After that, he ask- 
ed the fans to rate them on three 
counts; bow they would trust the 
athlete endorsement of a product, 
how they liked them as persons. 


how they respected them for 
talent and sports ability. 

The result: “awareness" has 
little to do with liking or “trust- 
ing" the sports figure, and 
neither does talent. Willie Mays 
ranked first in familiarity, third 
in personal favor, fifth in talent 
but only 31st in commercial ap- 
peal. But, at that, he did better 
than Joe Nam&th, who ran second 
In familiarity. 143d in personnl 
favor, 134th in talent and 156th 
in commercials. 

The No. 3 man in the “aware- 
ness" category was Muhammad 
All, and again controversy hurt 
his standing on the other lists: 
he ranked lB'-'d nod last In per- 
sonal liking. 189th In ability and 
190th in commercial appeal. The 
next two stars in familiarity were 
Mickey Mantle and Palmer, who 
also did all right on the sub- 
jective judgments. But sports 
broadcaster Howard CoseU. who 
ranked sixth in public awareness, 
ran near the bottom In everything 
else, as did Mark Spitz and Bob- 
by Fischer. 


Antagonism also proved the . Jss 
of death to others. Bobby Riggs, 
who sniped at women tennis 
players, bombed out with the fans 
In the survey, and so did Rose- 
mary Casals, who sniped back at 
him on television. But Mrs. Billie 
Jean King, who whipped the 
chauvinist of the courts, stood 
highest among nil wemen athletes 
in “trust/* ranking 65th on the 
list, somewhere near Lee Trevino 
and Sugar Ray Robinson. 

Musts! a Phenomenon 

As for Muslal, he surfaced as 
a phenomenon who out-distanc- 
ed other old-timers like Joe Dl- 
Mnggio and George B'anda. as 
well as new breed types like 
Bench. Bobby Orr and Gale 
Sayers. He flniehed only 25th in 
public awareness, but first In 
“trust” and “personal liking" and 
third in talent. “The Man" also 
scored with the younger set. 
Among those 16 to 34 years old, 
he was voted third in trust and 
first In talent. 

“Not bad for an old, retired 


ballplayer,” Muslal said over the 
telephone from his restaurant 
in St. Louis. “It's amazing, but I 
still get a lot of from young 
people. Z think it’s because my 
career covered a big span of 
time. - from the 13405 io the ‘60s. 
I'm still in the public view be- 
cause I'm still with the Cardinals 
and appear at a lot of old-timers* 
games and so on." 

Musi&l's standing with people 
apparently has carried over into 
his professional life. He has had 
the same business partner for 25 
years and has played or worked 
Tor the Cardinals for 35. current- 
ly as senior vice-president. 

Black athletes, who have just 
started to get commercial oppor- 
tunities off the field, ranked 
highest with the young voters: 
Willis Reed, Mays and Sayers 
were among the five "most liked.” 
and Simpson and Paul Warfield 
among the five “most talented*’ 
But tlic over -35 voters placed 
only Mays, Sayers and Simpson 
in their top 15. 

As for sports, the five best-lik- 


ed athletes turned out to be base- 
ball players. But the five mest- 
talented were led by Simpson and 
Jon HavUcek of the Boston Cel- 
tics, giving football and basket- 
ball an edge. In commercial trust, 
the “good guy" image again pre- 
vailed, with only Palmer break- 
ing baseball's hold cm the five 
top rungs. 

“The first heroes In this coun- 
try In this century were movie 
stars, then astronauts," said Nel- 
son. a 31 -year-old bachelor who 
studied psychology at Columbia 
and who now is captain of his 
own consumer-research team. 
“Now the athlete is the f.!k hero, 
the culture hero." 

Some Strong Tastes

were Nelson's clients. For them, 
and f - the fans who pursue their 
heroes in either armchairs or box 
seats, the survey produced some 
strong tastes:

Cincinnati, the only team 
among the quartet that didn't 
make the playoffs last season, is 


also the only one of the four not 
practicing in a warm nr mild 
climate. 

While the Raiders and the Dol- 
pliins worked out yesterday in 
their reasonablly warm home- 
towns, the sites of the games, and 
the Steelers drilled In Palm 
Springs. Calif., the Bengals prac- 
ticed in Cincinnati's sub-freezing 
temperatures for their game Sun- 
day in Miami. 

The Bengals have been to play- 
offs before — in 1970. when they 
were only 3 years old.

BLOOMINGTON. Minn., Dec. 
20 CWPi.— From & 7-7 perfor- 
mance a year ago, the Minnesota 
vikings moved to 12- 2 this sea- 
son, easily winning the National 
Conference Central Division. The 
difference, however, is not as 
great as it appears. 

Although rookie runner Chuck 
Foreman has been a splendid ad- 
dition, the Vikings scored five 
fewer points this year and gained 
500 fewer yards passing. 

The major reasons for the 
turnabout, according to general 
manager Jim Finks, are a pair 
of Wrights on defense and an 
overall return to the right at- 
titude. 

“The defense has played more 
consistently, and there have been 
.no regulars out for long periods 
of time," said Finks, generally 
credited with molding the Vikings 
in his nine years as general man- 
ager. 

“Alan Page has bad a great 
year, much better than last, but 


the biggest surprises have been 
Nale and Jeff Wright. A week 
before training camp began, there 
was an outside chance neither of 
them would make Lhe dub.” 

An Injury to left comerback 
Charlie West elevated Nate 
Wright to starter status, and the 
crippling motorcycle accident to 
strong safety Karl K&ssulke did 
the same for Jeff Wright. They 
have kept a potential weakness 
reasonably solid, and each will 
be looking for his fourth inter- 
ception of 1973 when the Vikings 
host the Redskins in the NFC 
playafte Saturday. 

The Redskins were one of the 
factors in the Vikings' skid a 
year ago. according to Finks. 

Washington won that season 
opener here by three points. Then 
the Vikings lost to Miami by two 
points two weeks later. In all, 
the Vikings lost four of their 
first six games— by a total of 
10 points— and stumbled to third 
in the NFC Central. 

“We’ve had a better climate on 


the team this year, right from 
the beginning.” said Finks, refer- 
ring to an attitude that helped 
produce an unbeaten exhibition 
season and victories in the first 
nine regular -season tests. 

"Rushing consistency has been 
a factor. While we haven't had 
any big games, we've been able 
to control the ball when we've 
had to. We couldn't do that a 
year ago. 

“Foreman has hod a good year 
for a rookie 1801 yards rushing 
on 182 carries and 362 yards 
receiving on 37 catches}. Some 
days he's a world-beater and 
others he looks like just another 
back. But he's a natural run- 
ner." 

Including exhibitions, the 
Vikings played fire of the other 
seven teams that made the con- 
ference playoffs. They beat the 
Steelers. the Raiders twice, the 
Dolphins and the Rams and suf- 
fered a 27-0 defeat to the Ben- 
gals after tlw Vikings had wrap- 
ped up a playoff berth. 


The Bengals are 6 now and as 
they've aged they've matured. Of 
the 22 offensive and defensive 
starters and two kickers. 16 
played on the Bengal team that 
lost to Baltimore, 17-0, in the 
1970 playoffs, the first year of 
the realigned National Football 
League. 

Heart of Offense 

The biggest differences between 
the two Bengal teams lies In the 
heart of the offense— Ken An- 
derson, the unheralded but very 
competent quarterback, joined the 
team In 1971, while Isaac Curtis, 
his most dangerous receiver, and 
Boobie Clark, his bull-like full- 
back, arc rookies. 

Essex Johnson, the elusive half- 
back; Bob Trumpy. the tight 
end, and four of the five interior 
linemen played in 1970, as did 
Horst M uhlmann , the place- 
kicker, and David Lewis, the 
punter, and eight of the 11 de- 
fensive starters. The only de- 
fensive players who weren't Ben- 
gals in 1970 are Sherman White, 
the right end. and the two safe- 
ties, Neal Craig and Bernard 
Jackson.

i T i AM SEE, Austria, Dec. 20 
(APi .— Hanni Wenzel, a German- 
born teen-ager skiing for Liech- 
tenstein. won the World Cup giant 
slalom here today, while Austria's 
Anne marie ProeD -Moser finished 
a disappointing 13th. 

The Austrian woman kept the 
World Cup lead, however, with 50 
points. 

Miss Wenzel clocked 1:24.06 
minutes on the twisting 1JJ90- 
meter-long trail, with 60 gates. 
The race was the first giant 
slalom for women this season, the 
first World Cup victory ever for 
Miss Wenzel. 19. and the last 
World Cup race before the holi- 
days. 

“I cannot describe the feeling 
of winning a World Cup race," 
Mka Wenzel said. "It's too beau- 
tiful for words.” 

The runner-up in the race, 
about 3even-tenths of a second 
behind Miss Wenzel, was Swit- 
zerland's double Olympic cham- 
pion of Sapporo, Marlc-Theresa 
Nadig. She was making a step- 
lodder climb to a World Cup \nc- 
tory. saying, "Maybe next time I 
win.” 

She had been fourth in the 
World Cup downhill In Val 
dlsere. Prance, last week, third 
in the downhill here yesterday, 
and now second in the giant 
slalom. 

The Austrians had a bad day. 
Their top finisher. Ingrid GfoeU- 
ner. was 11th. 

The course, set on the slopes 
of the Schmittenlioehe Mountain, 
had a vertical drop of 370 meters. 

"I liked the course because it 
was set like a downhill," the 
winner said. "I never expected 
to win. but I just let it go since 
I had nothing to lose."

Amalrik Allowed 
To Work in Exile 


MOSCOW. Dec. 20 <WP>— 
Andrei Amalrik. the dissident 
Soviet writer whose three-year 
prison term was commuted re- 
cently to exile in Siberia after he 
staged a 117-day hunger strike, 
has been allowed to take a 
“serious” job in Magadan, on the 
coast of the Sea of Okhotsk, 
north of Japan. 

According to friends of Mr. 
Amalrik, he will be a “senior 
laboratory assistant” in a scien- 
tific institute, working in Its 
economics department. Dissident 
sources said it was extremely rare 
for a political convict to be given 
serious work while in exile. 

Mr. Amalrik is now living in a 
Magadan hotel room with his 
wife.

New Zealand’s 
Handling of Its 
Maori ‘Problem’

TJOTORUA, New Zealand.— It * 00 
mystery how America treated its 
Tatiana and Australia its aborigines. In 
contrast, New Zealand made its Maoris 
first-class citizens. 

In one of the world’s best examples of 
racial harmony, Pakehas (white New 
Zealanders* and Maoris (the brown-skin- 
ned Polynesians who settled the country 
about AD 1350* live, work, play and go to 
school together without incident or tension. 
Segregated neighborhoods are unknown 
here. 

Maoris are directors of hospitals and 
professors at universities. The president 
of the Federal Labor party . is a Maori. 
Two federal ministers are Maoris and two 
Maoris have been Miss New Zealand. 
Maoris are in every profession at every 
level. New Zealand's most famous anthro- 
pologist, Te Rang! Jfroa (Sir Peter Buck), 
was a Maori. 

Interracial marriages are so common and 
so well accepted that Jock McEwen the 
secretary of Maori and Island Affairs, says: 
“We're soon getting to the stage where 
most New Zealanders will have Maori 
blood.” 

The school dropout rate for Maoris is 25 
percent below the national rate. Nearly 
60 percent of Maori homes have television 
sets. 73 percent have washing machines. 

New Zealand has succeeded In racial 
affairs where other countries largely have 
failed because, particularly in recent years, 
it has treated its 227,000 Maoris (one in 
12 here has at least one- half Maori blood) 
as equals. Rather ti' ia ’ n w-vsirn Hati n g thorn, 
it has promoted the idea of the compati- 
bility of a biracial community, and most 
New Zealanders will go to great lengths to 
boast about any Maori blood in thefr pedi- 
gree. 

“For a long time we muddled without a 
clear policy,” said Mr. McEwen. “But very

definitely all our policies are directed now 
at making this a bl-cultural community. 
That's how the Maoris Insist it be.” 

Despite the importance the Maori has 
in New Zealand life, it doesn't mean, as 
Tamata Reedy says, that “every garden is 
full of rases.” A migration of Maoris to 
the cities in pursuit of better Jobs— 80 
percent now live in cities— has created prob- 
lems, closer contact between the two races 
and an embryonic militan t movement. 

What some observers see as potentially 
troublesome is the absence of a substantial 
Maori middle class in what is essentially 
a middle- class country. This is one of the 
grievances of Tama Toa (The Brave War- 
riors i, a sm»n Tnfistjmf. group in Auckland 
led by Sid Jackson. 

The government has attempted to 
counter the occupational imbalance by 
setting up crafts training centers through- 
out the country, and as a positive sign ft 
points out that the percentage of Maoris 
in the apprentice work force has risen 
from. 23 to 7 since 1964. Maori also is 
taught as a language, now In mast schools 
even though one-third of the enrollment is 
white. 

There was a time when the Pakehas and 
Maoris were not so friendly. The Maoris, 
who named New Zealand Aotearoa “the 
land of the long white cloud ” were fierce

warriors and cannibals. (Pakehas means' 
ijghfr gfcjwTiEri and is not derogatory. Hr 
fact, the two races have no derogatory 
slang words far each other.) 

During the mid-Iffth century wars against 
the European settlers, .the Mao ri s were 
known to give shipwrecked sailors & com- 
fortable night’s sleep and a good meal be- 
fore eating fchgm, Same prisoners were 
fattened up before*, becoming a main 
course. 

The Maoris enjoyed fighting so much 
that on at least one occasion when the 
Europeans ran out of ammunition, the 
Maoris called a truce to enable the ene m y 
to replenish its supply. Then the battle 
resumed. 

The Maori population numbered about 
500,000 when the white settlers arrived. 
But through wars— against each other as 
well as the Pakehas — and the introduction 
of European diseases, their population fell 
to a low of 42,000 in 1896. It was widely 
believed that the Maoris would die out. 

in 1840, leading Maori chiefs and rep- 
resentatives of the crown signed the treaty 
of WaltangL In return for transferring 
the sovereignty of New Zealand to Britain, 
the Maoris were guaranteed British citizen- 
ship and possession of their land. (Today 
they own 4 million acres as a group, as well 
as individual property. They were never 
placed on reservations as were the Indians 
and aborigines.) 

The Parliament has included four Maoris 
since 1867, elected by.the Maori people from 
districts separate from the white elector- 
ates. Sane critics have called the policy 
tokenism but the Maoris themselves have 
been unwilling to change the system and 
possibly lose representation entirely. 

Since 1968. Maoris and Pakehas have 
been able to stand far each other's election 
seats. Several Maoris have run unsuccess- 
fully for non-Maori seats. One who tried 
was Charles Bennett in Rotorua, a North 
Biland city that was one of the first Maori 
settlements. 

“Our greatest problem has been an 
education s yst em that by necessity was 
originated and oriented for European 
needs,” said Mr. Bennett, president of the 
labor party and the commander of New 
Zealand's much decorated Maori battalion 
in World War n. • 

“This Is bound to result in casualties all 
the way down the line, especially if the 
Maoris have trouble mastering Rngiteh 
The education system is slowly becoming 
more responsive to our needs and in the 
long run this win dose the occupational 
gap."
